WASHINGTON — Farmers and 
ranchers could use a little stability 
these days. 

They’re getting whipsawed by 
the ever-evolving status of inter- 
national trade negotiations and 
the back-and-forth battles over 
ethanol mandates. Crop prices are 
low, overhead costs high and profit 
margins tight or nonexistent. 

This year’s farm bill was sup- 
posed to be a bright spot — until it 
was defeated earlier this month on 
the House floor, felled by ideologi- 
cal disputes over food stamps and 
immigration. 

“It was disappointing because 
we thought the votes were there,”
